Isola Bella 


Locarno, Lugano, Cannes, Rapallo, 
Geneva— European statesmen seem to have 
a pleasant choice in their selection of 
international conferring places and in 
choosing Stresa and Isola Bella for the 
latest conference seem once again to have 
chosen a spot, the natural beauty of which 
should do something to soften the rancours 
usually called forth by such meetings. 
Isola Bella, perhaps the most famous of 
the far-famed Borromean islands on Lake 
Maggiore, is remembered by those who 

visit it more for the beauty of its gardens 
than for the baroque splendours of the 
unfinished Palazzo Borromea, Laid out 
on a series of ten terraces, cut from the 
natural rock, which rise to one hundred 
feet above the surface of the lake, the 
gardens are filled with the most exotic 
flora, there being everywhere a profusion 
of coffee-plants, gigantic cedars. of 
Lebanon, tea-plants and cinnamons, as 
well as the sturdy shrubs native to the 
district. The palace itself was begun in 
the.seventeenth century by Count Vitaliano 
Borromeo and never finished. It contains 
some rather ornate salons, a room in 
which Napoleon slept during his Italian 
campaign and the Renaissance tombs of 
Counts Camillo and Giovanni Borroraco. 


Derogatory Opinions 


Although a miracle of loveliness as 
viewed from the lakeside, the Isola Bella, 
Jike all the Borromean islands, loses much 
on closer acguaintance. The general effect of 
its palace and gardens was described by 
Southey, the poet, as ‘‘the most absurd 
effect of bad taste.” Rousseau, who also 
visited the Borromean islands, it is said, 
had intended to stage the Novelle Héloise 
on Isola Bella, but having once seen it 
decided that the ‘‘simplicity of his 
heroine’? would never survive such an 
artificial background. 


Connacht at the Abbey 


The appointment of Mr. F. R. Higgins 
as one of the three new directors of the 
Abbey Theatre ensures (as a friend re- 
marks) the persistence of the Western 
tradition in the Abbey plays. With 
Senator Blythe to represent Ulster, Mr. 
Lennox Robinson to represent Munster, 
Dr. Haves and Professor Starkey to repre- 
sent Dublin, and Mr. Brinsley Macnamara 
for Mid-Leinster, it is well that Con- 
nacht’s share is to be upheld by one whose 
mind is saturated with the. peculiar 
Western romance, and whose poetry 
breathes the very air of Connemara and 
wide Mayo, where he spent so many fruit- 
ful vears. 

Although Mr. Higgins’s family has old 
professional connections with Meath, and 
a has celebrated the Boyne country in 
his poems about Ballivor of the wild 
strawberries, they ‘are a Western stock. 
Not fewer than scores of the clan 
© Huiginn have places of note in literary 
records. Only-recently the collected poems 
of a friar-bard of the family were edited 
by Father Lambert McKenna, §.J., and 
the: only court bard whose works have 
been published in adequate form is the 
great Tadhg Dall O Huiginn, of Sligo, 
whose poems make two stately volumes, 
edited by Miss Eleanor Knott. This latter 
poet, who flourished in Elizabeth’s day 
and is remembered in folk tradition in 
Donegal even yet, was considered almost 
the most exquisite metricist to use the 
Irish language. There is a distinct family 
likeness between Tadhg Dall, the subtle 
stylist with the keen eye for natural 
beauty, and the poet of the clan who up- 


holds its fame to-day. 


Vikings in Ireland 


The name Higgins, or O Huiginn (says 
my friend) is derived from the Norse. It 
is Viking, gaelicised by the turning of V 
to U and the usual nn in place of nq. 
‘As every schoolboy knows, Viking does 
not rhyme with ‘‘ hiking,’ but with 
$* picking.”’ 

It must not be thought, however, that 
the Norse name indicates Norse descent. 
The. old Irish adopted many Norse 
personal names and other words, gaelic- 
ised them, and grafted them on their own 
nomenclature. The first Uiginn was a 
Gael, even though his parents chose a 
word made famous by the Norse as his 


personal name—just as the Gaels in later 
time adopted Magnus from the Norse and 
made it Manus. The Norse themselves 
took Magnus from Charlemagne, or 
Carolus Magnus, whose name reach 
them on the wings of fame. 


A Belfast Jubilee | 


The jubilee dinner of the Ulster Reform 
Club, which will take place on Friday 
evening and will be attended by the 
Marquis of Hartington, son and heir o 
the Duke of Devonshire, will revive, in 
the minds of older politicians, memories 
of the stirring days of the Gladstonian 
Home Rule split. The Reform Club was a 
stronghold in Ulster of Gladstonian 
Liberalism, but when the Liberal leader 
committed himself and the party to Home 
Rule for Ireland, the Marquis of Hart- 
ington of that day, with Joseph Chamber- 
lain and many others, -broke away and 
formed the Liberal Unionist Party, subse- 
quently merged in the Unionist Party. 
The Reform Club, inspired by such leaders 
as the late Right Hon. Thomas Sinclair 
and the late Right Hon. Thomas Andrews, 
led the revolt in Ulster, and the great 
majority of the Presbyterian Liberals of 
the North abandoned Gladstone and his 
Home Rule policy, forming the Utster 
Liberal Unionist Association. It is fitting 
that, in the Jubilee year, when the club 
is being visited by another Marquis of 
Hartington, the President of the club 
should be the Right Hon. James M. 
Andrews,’ Northern Minister of Labour, 
and son of the late Right Hon. Thomas 
Andrews. Lady Hartington is a daughter 
of the fourth Marquis of Salisbury, and, 
with her husband, will be the guest of 
Viscount apd Viscountess Craigavon at 
Stormont Castle during their visit to 
Belfast. After the diniser on Friday even- 
ing the Prime Minister and the Marquis 
of Hartington will attend;the gala per- 
formance of the ‘‘Iron Duke ” film, 
featuring George Arliss, and Lady Hart- 
ington and Lady Craigavon have also pro- 
mised to attend. This performance is in 
aid of the Newspaper Press Fund. 


Long Novels 


I wonder why it is that in an age which 
generally prefers its entertainment in 
tabloid form, certain novels, longer than 
the most sustained efforts of Richardson 
and Fielding, have attained a consider- 
able measure of success. One of these, 
which a friend lent me some months ago, 
ran to close on thirteen hundred pages, 
and took about three weeks to read. It 
is certainly a tribute to the author that 
he managed to sustain the reader’s in- 
terest in this lengthy chronicle, and the 
fact that the book is now in its tenth 
edition shows that I was not the only one 
to follow the tale to the end. Not long 
after I had finished this novel it came 
under the unfavourable notice of the Free 
State Censors, whose tenacity is certainly 
to be admired, when the quantity of 
literature with which they have to con- 
tend is considered. I am inclined, how- 
ever, to believe that the long novel is 
merely a passing fashion, since few of 
the masterpieces of fiction in the past, or 
the “ best sellers,’’ for that matter, have 
exceeded five or six hundred pages. It is 
obvious, also, that a book of great length, 
unless written by an author of established 
reputation, is hardly. likely to arouse the 
enthusiasm of reviewers,

I hear that the Hon. Mrs. B. J. Plunket 
expects a visit from her new grand- 
daughter, the Hon. Anne Fitzwilliam, on 
Saturday next. This is the baby’s first 
trip to Ireland, and she and Lord and 
Lady Milton are spending Easter at St.

SUGAR-BEET ACREAGE 


CARLOW FACTORY 
ALLOCATION 


AVING regard to the statements rela- 
ii tive to the allocation of beet acreages 
Sugar Factory for the 
coming three years which have recently 
appeared in the Press, Comhlucht Siuicre 
Eireann, Teoranta, considers it necessary to 
issue the following official statement :— 

The very largely increased acreage of 
sugar beet which was grown under contract 
in the Carlow district last year was much in 
excess of the normal requirements of the 
Carlow factory, and accordingly a very con- 
siderable part of the produce of that acreage 
was diverted to new factories, in order to 
provide for a reasonably adequate supply of 
beet for their first season’s working. The 
company bore the additional freight charges 
in respect of beet so diverted, and also in 
respect of the pulp returned to the growers 
concerned. 

The three new factories have this season 
received applications for contracts from 
farmers in their respective districts, which 
represent acreages sufficient for an adequate 
supply of beet for each of the next three 
years. For example, the Tuam factory, to 
which the produce of over 5,000 acres of 
beet was diverted last year, has received this 
year applications for its full complement of 
14,000 acres from farmers resident in counties 
situate west of the Shannon and in County 
Westmeath. Consequently, the Board 
decided to restrict the allocation. of acreage 
for the coming three years to the respective 
districts whence the four factories would 
normally derive their supplies of beet. 


CARLOW DISTRICT 


It followed from that decisions that ihe 
acreage to pe grown for the Carlow factory 
in each of the coming three seasons would 
have to be reduced to little more than 
half the acreage grown last year, and that, 
therefore, it would not be practicable to 
entertain applications for acreage from 
farmers in the Carlow factory district who 
had not grown beet in 1934, or to. allot an 
increased acreage to any old grower, 

The Board had also regard to the fact that 
numerous farmers in the Carlow district who 
fer years past have been desirous of growing 
beet had not, because of the limited capacity 
of the factory, had an opportunity of so doin 
until last. year. In this connection the Boar 
took into consideration that the contracts 
hitherto held by many farmers were for 
acreage,much in excess of the area which 
those farmers would, in the ordinary course, 
have under rotational green crops, and that, 
moreover, in such instances, as also in the 
case of beet being grown in con-acre, the 
farmers converned were not, as a rule, in a 
position fully to utilise the pulp resulting 
rom the manufacture uf the beet which they 
delivered to the Carlow factory. The

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Any hope that the more liberal- 
minded section of Northern opinion may have 
had on the possibility of better relations be- 
tween the North of Ireland and the Free 
State tu at last to have been blown to 
the winds by President de Valera’s latest 
announcement of his policy in regard to par- 
tition. For some years now, in spite of the 
repeated warnings of friends both in the 
North and in the South, I have refused to 
believe that Mr. de Valera and the other 
Southern leaders could be so utterly out of 
touch with the real state of affairs in the 
North, and with the temper of the Northern 
ple, as still to imagine that the British 
overnment is the essential or even an im- 
portant factor in the maintenance of parti- 
tion. 
I imagined that Southern politicians must 
know what ‘most of us here have realised a 
long time ago—namely, that the British 
‘Government—any British Government—would 
probably be only too .pleased to abolish par- 
tition to-morrow if there were the remotest 
chance. that it could. thereby make peace in 
Ireland and rid itself for ever of the enmity 
of the Sontn and the‘1ather too affectionate, 
if not exactly disinterested, loyalty of the 
North. ..Jt appears, however, as if Mr. de 
Valera really does believe that it is the 
British Government which is anxious to pre- 
serve partition, to hold the North as a gar- 
vison, so to speak, and that it could at any 
time, simply by removing its '“ army of occu- 
ation,” give the country peace and unity 
lor all time.. So long, I am afraid, as he 
and those with him suffer under this ridicu- 
lous delusion, and hold to their policy of 
san for a British Government which will 
surrender the North, conditionally or uncon- 
ditionally, so long will the prospects of any 
real reconciliation. be hopeless. And the 
situation will get more and more hopeless as 
time ses. 
Will the present Free State leaders never 
realise that the present sentiment, or, if you 
like, prejudice, in the North of Ireland 
against forcible inglusion in an all-Ireland 
parliament is every bit as. strong and as 
resolute as their own sentiment against any 
kind of British domination over the Free 
‘State; that it is'of no consequence whether 
this feeling is justifiable or unjustifiable, 
rational or ‘irrational, desirable or undesir- 
able—it simply exists, and is just as power- 
ful a reality to the Northerner as his love 
of independence is to the Southerner? Will 
nothing ever make them understand that any 
attempt to outrage this feeling now by the 
forcible imposition on the North of an all- 
Ireland parliament would be as gross an act 
of injustice and as fruitful a source of future 
disorder and bitterness as any against which 
they themselves have fought in the past? 
Mr. de Valera cannot see this, it appears, 
and yet € have friends here, traditionally 
Home Rulers and friends of Irish indepen- 
dence, who, on principle, and because the 
realise how genuinely intolerable to the Nort 
an enforced union would be at present, would 
take the side of the Government here in 
opposing any attempt to coerce the North, 
even if, as happened before, the opposition 
had to be organised in the teeth of the 
British Government. 

There are: many. here in the North who 
would be more than glad to see an end to all 
this senseless bitterness. and would welcome 
an agreed solution which would maké co- 
operation possible and rémove this eternal 
political issie, which has so long submerged 
all others to the detriment of the whole 
country.. But the first essential to any im- 
provement in the situation is that both North 
and South should each respect the feelings 
and independence of tlie other. The day the 
Free State announces: categorically and for 
ever all desire or intention, either with or 
without the consent of the British Govern- 
ment, to bring about a compulsory union 
that day the possibility of an agreed solution 
will be brighter than it has been for a very 
long time. 

But so long as Mr. de Valera continues to 
angle for British authority to help him to 
settle his quarrel with his fellow-Irishmen, 
so long will he harden the hearts of the 
people of the North to stand blindly behind 
their Government, no matter how much many 
of them may differ from it on nearly every 
matter of policy save one.—Yours. etc.,

(U.I., Roscommon) suggested that through 
consultation with county surveyors they 
might get a much better instrument to deal 
with the entire question. The bill, he said, 
left courthouses in the undesirable position 
of dual custody. | 
Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that the position with regard to Dis- 
trict Courthouses was most unsatisfactory. 
In ce ge to Court business, there would 
have be definite control. Otherwise the 
bill did not interfere with the control of 
local authorities over these buildings. 


an amendment that the control ‘of all court- 
houses be vested in the County Councils. The 
Councils were the authorities responsible for 
the erection of courthouses, he said, and he 
thought it unfair that these bodies should be 
asked to put up £600 or £1,000 for the erec- 
tion of village courthouses, and that the 
control for hiring and letting purposes should 
be taken out of their hands and placed in the 
hands of District Court clerks, over which the 
Councils had no control. County Councils 
were the pár bodies to have the right to 
let the courthouses, as District, Court clerks 
might have to let to People who would not be 
allowed in if the County Council had control. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that there was no revolutionary change 
entailed in the bill. The position at present 
was that the Under Sheriff had control of 
the courthouses, and there would be no 
difference when the control was vested in the 
Registrars and District Court clerks. It 
was only when the County Council failed 
to carry out its duty as regards the 
heating and lighting of the courthouse that 
the Court Clerk had power to purchase fuel 
if the amount did not exceed £10. That 
amount afterwards would have to be met by 
the County Council. 

The amendment was lost by 55 votes to 31. 

Mr. BRENNAN moved a new sub-section 
which provided that the County Registrar 
might lodge a complaint, in writing, against 
a caretaker of a courthouse with the local 
council, and, 1f the council failed to have the 
caretaker carry out his duties properly the 
Registrar might report the matter to the 
Minister, who then would have power of 
dismissal. 

Mr. BRENNAN said that it would be 
absolutely unfair if a court-keeper should be 
subject to dismissal without first being open 
to a charge before his employers. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Ruttledge) said that 
the deputy krew of no case where a person 
had been Gismissed without receiving an 
opportunity of defending himself. No ad- 
ministration tried to interfere except on re- 
ports, that were later investigated by the 
officials responsible. 

The amendment was rejected by 50 votes 
to 33.

On the fifth stage, that the bill pass its 
final reading, Mr. BRENNAN said that he 
must oppose the Lill, because it was an in- 
fringement of the rights of county councils.

RECOMMENDATION BY JURY 

A recommendation that lysol and other 
poisons should be sold in poison bvttles, pro- 
perly labelled, was made by a jury at an 
inquest in St: Ultan’s Hospital, Dublin, yes- 
terday, on the body of a 28-day old infant, 
George Patrick O’Callaghan, who died in the 
hospital last Sunday from lysol poisoning, 
accidentally received. 

It appeared from evidence given that the 
mather of the child gave it an egg spoonfull 
of lysol in mistake for a médicine which the, 
infant was getting for a cough. 

‘he Coroner said that this case exemplified 
the reasons for the necessity of legislation 
which made it incimbent on chemists to put 
lysol in a special bottle. He felt that if the 

oison had been placed in another kind of 
Cottle the accident might never have occurred. 
At the same time, he addéd, he was not blam- 
ing. the chemist on this occasion. 

he jury found that death was due to 
toxaemia, following poisoning.

Northern Education 


Northern Ireland's estimates for educa- 
tion, which were passed yesterday after a 
two days’ parliamentary debate, show a 
definite increase over those of last year— 
the figure is £2,112,761 as against 
£1,977,688 for 1934-35. Thus, the Six- 
County Administration seems to be deter- 
mined that, so far as teaching is con- 
cerned, its system shall not suffer by com- 
parison with that of Great Britain. Intro- 
ducing the estimate on Tuesday, Mr. J. 
H. Robb said that the Government’s aim 
was to provide as good an education for 
Northern children as was available in 
England, though, judged by the amount 
spent from public funds in both countries, 
that aim had not yet been accomplished. 
Nevertheless, one of the points on which 
the Northern plan is open to criticism is 
that of expense; for it can be doubted 
whether the Six Counties are able to bear 
the burden which education has imposed 
on them. The system, though highly 
efficient, is costly, and, indeed, the 
attempt to pass on some of the cost to 
the public in the form of rates has led

Irish on the Air 


People who believe in the revival of the 
Irish language will find food for thought 
in Senator Ernest Blythe’s plea for the 


further “ Gaelicisation’’ of the Free 
State’s broadcasting system. Let our 
rulers, at least, be logical. They must 


admit, as Senator Blythe observed last 
night, that children tend to forget their 
Irish when they have left school ; and the 
broadcast programme is as good a means 
as any other to keep that interest, such 
as it is, alive. The chance, admittedly, 
is a forlorn one; for the people have 
shown with some conclusiveness during 
the past ten years that they are no more 
deeply interested in what is questionably 
called the national language than in 
algebra or astronomy, or the higher 
criticism of the Bible. Yet, from the re- 
vivalist’s point of view, it might be worth 
a trial. The one proviso which we would 
make is that an elaboration of the Gaelic 
end of the broadcasting programmes shal! 
not involve any further depreciation of 
the non-Gaelic elements. The existing 
programmes—regarded, as broadcast pro- 
grammes ought to be regarded, as a source 
of entertainment—are thin enough 
already, both in quantity and quality, 
and the infusion of one hour’s solid Gaelic 
every night would water their entertain- 
ment level down to the extreme limit. 
Nevertheless, Senator Blythe’s project 
has something to commend it: at least, 
nobody could be compelled to listen in to 
them unless he realty desired a knowledge 
of Irish. At its very worst, the proposal 
has less to be said in its disfayour than 
Mr. Blythe’s other suggestion that talk- 


ing films should be constructed in the 


Irish language. Has he forgotten that 
only a few weeks ago the “ first all-Irish 
talkie ”. had to be removed from exhibi- 
tion after a single week’s run because the 
public showed so little eagerness to see 
and hear it?

Fund Bill, 1935, Mr. DILLON (U.L, 
Donegal) referred to a speech by the 


Minister for Finance on an earlier stage of 
the bill, in the course of which he had stated 
that it was a preliminary measure. Why did 
the Minister introduce a préliminary measure 
at a time when there was considerable 
pressure of public business if it was not for 
some ‘ulterior motive? When the Minister 
had come to the end of his financial year 
the Jrish Times and the Irish Press said : 
‘We can do a lot to boost you, but there are 
limits to what we can expect our readers to 
swallow.’’ The /rish Times had been ready 
to proclaim a Budget surplus of half a 
milhon. Both papers agreed that if they 
had to provide for the four millions which 
was appropriated to the local loans they 
would not be faced with a surplus at all, so 
a scheme had been devised whereby the 
moneys provided in the supply services esti- 
mate of April, 1934, for local loans would 
not be used. 

“That conspiracy to deceive the public,” 
said Mr. Dillon, “is the true significance of 
the - Budget, amd it is made the more 
interesting when one realises that the /rish 
Times surplus of £500,000—the laurel wreath 
which the Minister wore on his brow in 
Westmoreland street— was conferred in the 
full knowledge that not only was there ro 
actual surplus, but that on the figures of the 
Minister’s Budget, as introduced here last 
year, there: would have been on the /rish 
Times’ calculation a small deficit, and on the 
[rish Press calculation a deficit of £400,000. 

These newspapers conveniently have for- 
gotten to observe that the Minister has 
introduced during the year a very large 
supplementary Budget. \ 

In 1931 the Minister’s predecessor intro- 
duced a Supplementary Budget, and the 
ster Minister had wept on the floor of the 

ouse. The /rish Times had said that ex- 
travagance had gone mad in the country and 
that something must be done to save the 
credit of the State. What did the present 
Minister do? There was no Supplementary 
Budget, but there were penal levies, a coal 
duty and a sugar duty put on’ the public 
in the course of twelve months by under- 
hand methods, 

Mr. BELTON (Ind., Dublin, N.) said that 
under the bill the Minister was going to 
ascertain the present value of the money 
cue to the British—how much money was 
due on foot of the loan made to the British. 
The Minister was going to use the fund to 
horrow the amount of money represented by 
what was outstanding on foot of the British 
debt, and transfer that into the British fund. 

Mr. Belton said that the bill provided that 
the rate of interest must be sufficient to 
enable loan’ to be made without loss to the 
fund, and he asked what relation that rate of 
interest would have to the rate of interest 
at which money could now be borrowed. 
There were five or six million pounds of local 
loans outstanding, but these loans had been 
made by the British. The Minister, however, 
laid it down that money must not be lent at 
a loss—but it had cost the Minister nothing, 
and where, he asked, was the Minister's loss 
going to come in? Was the Minister going 
to charge more for the loan outstanding than 
had originally been charged by the British ? 
Was the Minisier trying to satisfy the British

de also wanted to know how much money 
already cashed was to be available for trans- 
fer to the fund, and asked for an indication 
as to the money that would be immediately 
available to meet the requirements of loca) 
authorities. Would the Minister explain how 
he was successfully going to pawn these 
annuities hitherto paid to the British ? 

Mr. MacENTEE, the Minister for Finance, 
replying, said that the bill did not propose 
to make any change in the ‘existing state of 
affairs, so far as local authorities were con- 
cerned. The question of 1922 loans were in 
dispute, and the Government claimed that 
they were the property of the Free State, and 
properly payable into the Exchequer of the 
Free State Government. Deputy Belton had 
talked as if the Government were engaged in 
raiding the Stock Market. He had stated 
that they were manipulating moneys advanced 
by the British, but these were moneys ad- 
vanced by the common exchequer of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and were raised and 
collected from taxation. They were moneys 
taken from the country in the first instance. 
Under the bill the Minister's borrowing 
power was :imited to five million pounds, and 
the assets transferred to the fund were at 
least twice that amount, and the security for 
the fund was much more than five. million. 
Deputy Belton wanted it to appear that the 
Government was dishonest in its financial 
policy. 

Mr. BELTON rose to intervene, 
Mr MacENTEE remained standing; say- 
ing:—I. am not giving way. :

‘* Scrap and Build '' 


Lord Stonehaven pointed out at the 
annual meeting of the Institution ot Nava! 
Architects to-day that three-quarters of a 
million tons of tanker tonnage will have 
to be built every year for the next five 
years, as, in view of the short life of these 
ships and of the increased demand for oil, 
more orders for such vessels would be 
necessary. He recommended British ship- 
owners to consider the immediate adoption 
of a policy of ‘scrap and build.” Not 
only would such a policy give welcome 
assistance to a sister industry in distress. 
but it would also have a profound moral 
effect in those serving in Britain’s mercan- 
tile marine, as it would make British sea- 
men feel that their ships were, technically. 
the most efficient and the most comfortable 
in the world. 


Russian Propaganda

Horses from Ireland 


The Financial Secretary to the War 
Office is to be questioned to-morrow re- 
garding remounts from Ireland.

FRENCH VIEW OF THE 
BRITISH ATTITUDE 


From Revter’s CoRREsPONDENT, 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


The British enigma dominates the open- 
ing of the Stresa Conference for French 
observers. France's resolve to obtain 
prompt practical results is exemplified by 
the Franco-Soviet agreement, which is 
applauded even by the most captious 
Nationalist critics. 

The two Latin countries are at one in 
their conviction that, as the authoritative 
Temps puts it, “Joint measures. must be 
taken immeiliately to ward off the peril 
menacing the whole of Europe.” 

But the impression here after Sir John 
Simon’s speech yesterday is. that Britain 
is “still clinging to non-committal in- 
activity on the edge of a volcano.’’ 

If the French and Italians are not dis- 
concerted, it is because they hope that 
Great Britain will at least concede passive 
approval to their realist policies. That is 
why, despite all, a certain current of 
optimism runs through opinion in French 
political circles and in the Press to-night. 


GERMAN OPINION 


Last night, says a Berlin message, the 
offcially inspired Diplomatisch (Corres- 
pondenz seems to contain some hints that 
Germany's last word has not yet been 
spoken. 

An article suggests that, while ‘' there 
must be many changes in the League 
before it can become an effective substitute 
for Europe’s passion for pacts,’’ it is 
especially Germany, who is always being 
recommended to return to the League, 
who desires.to see this problem of pacifica- 
tion. settled definitely. 

It adds: ‘‘ Whatever practical may fol- 
low, the result of the talks at Stresa on 
the strengthening of the League covenants 
will actually only be seen in perspective 
after the League has taken action. If 
there is to be any hope at all of a new 
spirit of peace and co-operation on a basis 
of equality coming to Geneva, then the 
League meeting on April 15th ought to 
give some hint of this. 

‘“Geneva has now one more chance, 
which it is to be hoped it will recognise 
and utilise. We must, therefore, await 
with keen interest with what degree of 
objectivity the question of Germany’s 
military sovereignty and its consequences 
is treated by the Powers at the League 
Council.”

The Commission has made good progress 
during the last few sessions. The most 
satisfactory feature of the discussions has 
been a declaration by the Japanese dele- 
gate associating himself, subject to 
certain reservations, with the minority 
report—which in most cases has been com- 
posed principally of Britain, Italy and 
Poland—on all subjects, thus abandoning 
an attitude of complete detachment, 
which had threatened to nullify the whole 
proceedings, as Soviet acquiescence de- 
pended upon the Japanese.

The vessel was returning to take her 
place in the North Atlantic passengen 
service, after having made two Mediter- 
ranean cruises from New York. She is due 
to leave Southampton again or: April 17, 
and was expected to dock yesterday at 
4.30 p.m. . 

The Aquitania began her luxury cruise 
at New York on March 9, and has been 
visiting Mediterranean ports, where she 
took on additional passengers bound for 
London. Among them was Mr. Howard 
Carter, the Egyptologist, who boarded the 
liner at Port Said. : 

The Aguitania called at Cherbourg 
earlier yesterday to disembark some of her 

assengers, but many American people are 

lieved to be among the cruising parties 
remaining on the vessel. 

An official of the Cunard-White Star 
Company said they were unable to state 
definitely how many people were on board, 
as word had not yet been received of the 
number disembarking at Cherbourg, but 
it was likely that between 400 and 500 
passengers would be on the liner, as the 
nl began and would finish in New 
York. 


PASSENGERS LAND 


The liner was being lightened last night 
in preparation for the attempt to re- 
float her this morning.

When the liner went aground, just 
before high tide, she was rounding the 
dificult ‘‘S’’ bend in the deep water 
channel, and it is believed that the force 
of the wind, which reached sixty miles an 
hour in gusts, caused her nose to swing. 

Large crowds gathered on the fore- 
shore at Meon, near Titchfield, and 
watched the efforts of the eight tugs to 
dislodge the giant liner. She was about 
half a mile out in Soton Water, and it 
was possible to see passengers in evening 
dress walking along the floodlit deck.

so-called reciprocity clauses in the Free 
State Citizenship Bill and in the Aliens 
Bill should be compulsory, and should not 
be left optional to the Executive Council 
of the Free State, with power to repeal 
such orders. i 

He also recalled a speech in which Mr. 
de Valera, on April ó, protested against 
Northern Ireland being separated from the 
Free State, and against the retention by 
British forces of certain ports in Southern 
Ireland; and asked whether any com- 
munications had passed between the two 
Governments on any of these subjects. 
If such a protest is made, he declared, it 
will clear the air, and enable British sub- 
jects all over the world to know how they 
stand in regard to the Free State. If a 
protest is not made, the Free State will 
say that the Government either acquiesce 
in this illegality, or that the British 
Government was too careless or too supine 
to make any protest, even where the in- 
terests of British subjects were concerned. 

If Mr. de Valera believed that he would 
get the people of Northern Ireland to 
abandon their present position and come 
under the rule of the Free State, he would 
find that he was very grievously mistaken. 


GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 


The Earl of Lucan replied that the view 
of the Government on these matters had 
been made abundantly clear on several 
occasions recently, and on April 2 the 
Lord Chancellor went into the question 
very thoroughly. Lord Sankey had con- 
veyed the views then expressed by Lord 
Danesfort to the Dominions Secretary.

RISING out of a claim under the 
Damage to Property Act, 1933, for 
compensation in ‘respect of a mot. ' car 
commandeered by Free State troops in 
1922, Judge E. J. McElligott, K.C., said 
at the Clare Circuit Court to-day that 
it was very hard to assess compensation 
in such cases in view of a communica- 
tion he had seen, purporting to come 
from the Minister for Finance, in 
reference to an award .he had already 
made, " 

Before making that award he had heard 
the evidence of Capt. Moynihan, who had 
been examined on behalf of the State. 
Positive, clear, definite’ evidence as to 
figures had been given by Capt. Moynihan, 
and also by a number of credible witnesses 
for the applicant. 

He had arrived at the conclusion that 
a certain figure—£200 he thought it was— 
represented fair compensation for the 
applicant in the case. He had arrived 
at that conclusion judicially, having 
heard with great care the evidence given 
on behalf of the applicant, and also the 
evidence given on behalf of the State, 
which was the evidence of Capt. Moyni- 
han and Capt. Moynihan alone. 


“ DECISION HUMBUG ” 


“I have since,” continued the judge, 
‘‘ seen a communication which I do not 
believe could possibly have been written 
with the authority of the Minister for 
Finance. The applicant in question or 
his solicitor received a letter purporting 
to come from. the Minister for Finance 
saying the Minister for Finance con- 
sidered my decision all humbug, and that 
his offer would be the figure put on the 
loss by Capt. Moynihan—namely, £25 to 
£30, I think it was. 

'“I cannot understand that attitude 
of the Minister or those who purport to 
act on the Minister’s behalf, because I 
act judicially, and have no prejudice 
against the Minister or the applicant.

figure upon the unfortunate applicant. 


A PREVIOUS CASE 


“The same thing occurred in one of the 
very first cases I heard in this county, 
where, figure after figure, invoice after 
invoice with reference to the goods taken 
away, were produced by a most truthful 
witness, the applicant, who with mathe- 
matical precision was able to give me his 
profits on those goods, and also the cost 
price to him. 

“ Notwithstanding that fact, those in 
authority have sought, although I made 
the award over twelve months ago, to cut 
that applicant down, to suggest that his 
evidence was false, and to suggest also, 
of course, that my decision was wrong, 
without again having before them the 
evidence given on behalf of the applicant.

He quoted Professor Henry, of Queen's 
University, Belfast, who said that it was un- 
fair the way Catholics were treated in regard 
to education, and that it was a direct inter- 
ference with their religious convictions if 
they were forced to contribute to schools in 
which Protestantism was the only religion 
recognised. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent) said 
that Roman Catholic children were denied 
certain privileges given to Protestant chil- 
dren, but this was due to clerical inter- 
ference. . 


MR. ROBB’S REPLY 


Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C. (Parliamentary Sec- 
retary), replying to the debate, said that, in 
regard to the question of retirement on 
marriage of women teachers, it was left to 
the discretion of the local manager, or the 
Regional Committee in charge of the school, 
who could, if they "wished, make it a condi- 
tion of a woman teacher's appointment to 
retire on marriage. With regard to the 
raising of the school age, he thought that the 
better method was continued education at 
technical schools. 

Referring to the speech of Mr. Campbell on 
the previous day, he said that Mr, Campbell 
had charged the Government with a design, 
in the construction of their educational 
system, to punish members of the Catholic 
Church for their faith, Running through 
everything that he had to say was the 
fallacy that schools were divided into Pro- 
testant and Catholic schools.

“FREE STATE 


THE debate was resumed in the Dail last 
T night on the motion (standing in ‘the 

names of Mr, FRANK. MacDERMOT, 
U.L, Roscommon, and General SEAN Mac- 
EOIN, U.L, Longford-Westmeath), 

“Phat in the opinion of the Dail the 
Government ought either to abandon the 
profession of Republicanism or to seek 
authority from the electorate for the im- 
mediate establishment of a Republic.”’ 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that those who 

believed that they were gratuitously raising 
a dangerous issue were living in a fool! 's para- 
dise. Patience, forbearance, caution were 
valuable elements in statesmanship, but they 
too often were confused with mere indecision 
and timidity, If the country accepted a 
Republic and complete separation with its 
eyes Open he had no complaint to make, but 
they were betraying its interests if they 
allowed it to slip into such a situation with- 
out knowing what it was doing. 
“I do not believe,” said Mr. MacDermot, 
‘that it is practicable to set up the ideal 
of a Republic and to go on indefinitely re- 
fusing to realise that ideal. We may be 
right in considering that whenever Ministers 
talk about a Republic they do so with their 
tongues in their cheeks, but, if so, there are 
others who take it more seriously. In their 
eves the attitude of Fianna Fai] towards the 
Commonwealth to-day is identical with that 
of Cumann na nGaedheal ten years ago. In 
spite of all the bribes of the 1.R.A. by Fianna 
Fail, in spite even of the denunciations of the 
Church, there are, and, so long as Re- 
publicanism without a Republic continues in 
vogue, there always will be, a large number 
of people who deny the authority of the 
State and make their principles a justifica- 
tion for disorder and crime. Sooner or later 
this will become intolerable, and we shall go 
over the Niagara Falls whether we want to 
or not.

ouse, when the Assdciation’s claim for com- 
pensation for is officials. was discussed. 

Mr. de Valera gave the deputation a sym- 
pathetic hearing, and advised those present 
that an application for compensation by way 
of pension should be made under the existing

“ Here, in this House,” said the speaker, 
“Jet us try for once to have a dispassionate 
consideration of the republican ideal. Surely 
there is something more to be said for it 
than merely calling us Imperialists or appeal- 
ing to the memory of the republican dead. 
lí imperialism means the claim of the strong 
to exploit the weak, it is utterly dishonest 
ta apply the term to any of us on this side 
of the House. We want no destiny for Ire- 
land that Ireland does not accept of her own 
free will. As for e¢losuring discussion on 
matters vital to the nation on the grouhd of 
loyalty to the dead, those who do so ought 
to take warning from what happened after 
the Kuropean War.

To use the 
President's phrase, we shall have got down to 
bed-rock, and ten years of the Gaelic and 
self-sufficient Republic may teach us a good 
many lessons worth learning. If it is a 
sticeess there will be that much gain. If it. is 
not, we may revise our ideas and uo on to 
something better. in any case, it would be 
an improvement on the present demoralisa- 
tion.” 

He, for one, asserted their right to separate 
froni the Commonwealth, if they wanted to. 
The question was, did they want to’ As 
long as they were in the Commonwealth tLe 
British Navy was their Navy, and they : .ould 
be as: willing to welcome it as the South 
Afrieans were. There was no more sense in 
their complaining about Cove than there 
would. be in South Africa complaining about 
Simonstown, 

What, then, should they gain by being 
in the Commonwealth—by being in it freely 
and cordially on a basis of a partnership at 
will, symbolised by allegiance to the Crown! 
In ths first place, they should make a jong 
step towards getting rid of partition. Lhe 
Northerners’ case case against trish umty was 
based on their attitude towards the Crown 
and Commonwealth. 

“ But, even aside from partition,’’ he con- 
tinued, ' | suggest that the arguments in 
favour. of Commonwealth membership are 
overwhelming. If we become aliens in the 
eyes of the British (and no os reci- 
rocity proposals by the President of the 

xecutive Council could save us from that 
fate) a very serious economic consequences 
must follow. Every department of the British 
labour market would be closed to citizens ot 
this country—a fact that would have violent 
repercussions in all classes of our community. 
Irish citizens now resident in Great Britain 
who are unemployed and are in any way a 
charge on public funds might easily be de- 

rted and sent back to us to provide for. Our 
prestige and influence in the world, which 
have ein considerably higher than the size 
of our country would seem to justily, would 
be greatly diminisheg@, And what would we 
not be throwing away in the matter of 
national safety? Ireland always has beeu un- 
fortunate in the fact that owing to her geo- 
graphical position England can commit any 
act of spoilation or aggression against us 
which she likes without threatening the 
security of any other nation. : 


FREEDOM AND EQUALITY 


“As a small, weak, thinly populated 
country, withim a,stone’s throw of one of the 
richest and mos powerful countries in the 
world, we have the almost incredible Juck 
to be offered membership of an organisation 
which guarantees us freedom and equality, 
and in which for all time we shall have 
behind us public opinion in Canada, 
Australia, South Africa and New Zealand 
if Great Britain should venture to interfere 
with our liberties. 

“What is to be said in favour of doing 
so? Beyond the monotonous reiteration that 
they are extreme Republicans and that 
nobody can possibly be more extreme than 
they are, and that they and nobody else 
represent the true succession from 1916, we 
never hear a thing from deputies opposite 
that has any. bearing on this question. 

“The majority of Government pronounce- 
ments, however, súggest that the policy is 
to establish a Republic (de jure for 32 
counties and ‘actually’ for 26) at some 
mysterious point in the future which must 
be left to the discretion of the Government 
itself. From the party point of view, un- 
fortunately, _ this attitude of pontifical 
reserve Government has one enormous ad- 
vantage—it enables Fianna Fail to go 
in saecula saecularum calling themselves 
petriots and Republicans and their opponents 
West Britons and imperialists. I put it to 
them that the time has come’ when they 
should relinquish this party advantage for 
the good of the country. 


“ UNDER DURESS ” 

“Let us be clear about one thing—if this 
country is in the Commonwealth under 
duress and against its own interest, there is 
no party in favour of continuing so, except 
the party led by President de Valera, the 


the main stream of Irish nationalism has been 
non-republican. Prior to 1916 there are few, 
indeed, of the teaders of Irish public opinion 
whose careers have shown consistent republi- 
canism. Lhe nian most often quoted as the | 
separatist par excellence— namely, Wolfe 
lone, is one of those whose life will not 
stand examination in this respect. 

" Of the alternatives which the motion pre- 
sented to the Government—the abandonment 
of Republicanism or the yrompt establishment 
of a Republic—it is the former I would like 
to see adopted. But ] am not all in agree- 
ment with those who look upon a republic 
effective only over the twenty-six counties as 
the worst of all possible evils. I believe that 
the ultimate result of a republic of ei ‘.er 
thirty-two or twenty-six counties would be 
to explode separatism, and that we should 
end up by accepting the Crown and Common- 
wealth. This, of course, is disprtable, and 1 
do not expect Deputies opposite to agree 
with me about it.” 

There was a feeling, said Mr. MacDermot, 
that a twenty-six coumty republic would be 
called upon to face shocks to its economic 
system which might be beyond its strength 
to sustain. He agreed that there would be 
great difficulties, but the difficulties would 
be just as great if they were setting up a 
thirty-two county republic—in fact, he sug- 
gested that in the latter case they would even 
be greater. The blow to their agriculture, 
the sacrifice of their assets overseas that their 
kith and kin had done so much to create, 
the closine of careers to their young people, 
the intensification of our unemployment diffi- 
culties arising from their being treated by 
the British as aliens, the loss of’ securit 
against aggression by Great Britain whic 
was at ponent provided by the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth—all these things they 
would have to face just as much in the 
case of a thirty-two county republic; and, in 
addition, they should have to find substitutes 
for the great Northern industries of ship- 
building and linen which depended so enor- 
mously on the British market. 


PARTITION 


_ “The thing 1 care most about in politics 
is the question of partition,’ he continued. 
‘‘ The constitutional policy of the Government 
since they came into office might have been 
specially designed to consolidate partition. 
The onslaught on Commonwealth symbols 
has not brought us an inch nearer a thirty- 
two county republic; it has merely exas- 
perated the very feelings that we have got 
to assuage in order to achieve unity. To set

up our own republic will not make things a 


party which thirteen years ago said that 
such duress must be defied even at the cost 
of civil war. With what face then can he 
plead duress to-day as an excuse for keeping 
this country suspended between the heaven 
of separation and the hell of the British con- 
nection ? 

“I should like to conclude on a note of 
conciliation, Speaking in this House last 
June on the vote for the Department of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, I said that this country could 
come to no good until people in positions of 
responsibility had arrived at a common policy 
regarding our relations with Great Britain. 
Everything in our national life is poisoned 
by this issue. I believe that if we took the 
trouble to think, instead of blindly  surren- 
dering to a revolutionary current, we should 
find that we have far more in common than 
is usually supposed. The object of this 
motion Is not to make cheap party scores. but 
to stimulate such thonght, and I. therefore, 
commend it to the good-will and public spirit 
of deputies of all parties,” 

Major-General SEAN MacKOIN (ULL, 
Longford-Westmeath) seconded the motion. 


PRESIDENT DE VALERA’S 


REPLY 

President DE VALERA said that if Deputy 
MacDermot: wished to provoke thotight by a 
careful examination of the fundamental posi- 
tion of this country he ‘should’ have tried to 
express hia resolution in less offensive terms, 
The word “ profession’’ in the motion was 
leas objectionable than the word “' pretence,” 
but to the ordinary person it carried more or 
lees the samme implication. The first question 
“ory Whether their party were Republicans or

“Ido not care,” said the. President, 
“wlio questions the fact. Let them 
apply any test they like, Some of us— 
practically every one on the front bench here 
stood for the Republic as declared by the 
Irish people’s representatives. I stood for 
it when it was first proclaimed, took the 
risks that attached to soldiers who were fight- 
ing for it, and to-day they have exactly the 
same ideals as they had when they first 
entered the movement,” 

They wanted to see established here a com- 
pletely free Ireland, and they believed that 
they could not be satisfied until this country 
was completely free, and until this freedom 
was aéanhad in thé form of a Republic, 
Where was “ the pretence’ or “' the profes- 
sion about that? ’’ he asked.

"The motion of the. deputy was an offensive 
motion, and was prompted purely by a 
political and~a party desire to try and make 
it appear to others that he and the party 
with him were sham Republicans. 

There was no inferiority complex as far as 
they were concerned, but they believed that 
they were the real Republicans, because they 
were taking the best means at their disposal 
to try and re-establish that Republic. It was 
suggested that that should be done at. once, 
that it did not matter whether the time was 
ripe or not, just because Deputy MacUVermot 


was also a certain confusion, and that every- 
thing was not perfectly logically and mathe- 
matically straight. 

Deputy anáil, went’ on the President, 

had said that if there was a plebiscite, and 
if the majority’ decided for a Republic, 
that he would accept the result. He (the 
President) said that in 1918 there had been 
a plebiscite, and that the Irish ple, even 
hough they knew that that declaration was 
going to involve grave consequences to them 
and even against threats'of force, they decided 
the question. That decision did not stop 
Deputy MacDermot and other people from 
questioning that decision and saying that they. 
must have the test all over again. There 
never could be finality about that question— 
even if there were a plebiscite in the morning 
and the majority should decide. in favour of 
the acceptance of the Commonwealth. There 
would still be people who would believe that 
this country’s destiny could be best attained 
by cutting the connection. : 

It was all nonsense to imagine that they 
could have a vote taken at any particular 
time, a decision that was going to cover the 
whole future and settle this question. He 
believed, however, that as between a decision 
to remain in the Commonwealth and for com- 
plete independence that there would be much 
more finality in the latter situation. 


THE ANSWER 


Why did they not declare, immediately 4 
) Why did they wait? The answer 
was that at the moment they" could not make 
their desires effective. : 
Continuing; he said: “I do not wish to 
see the British care and maintenance parties 
in our ports. I want to see some means 
of putting or getting them out I want to 
see that when we get a Republic—a genuine, 
effective Republic, in which every inch of 
the whole of Ireland would be under the 
control of the Government elected by the 
Irish people. Even for the twenty-six 
counties I want to see every inch we claim 
to control under our control. Because there 
are difficulties in the way Deputy MacDermot 
says that all attempts should be given up, 
and that we should. try to get ourselves to 
believe that we should be happier with “the 
bonds that we are trying to get rid of, then 
we should be happy in our chains. . 
Continuing, + per that the British had 
secured a certain portion by a threat of force, 
and no other reason. People here would 
never be happy, content or satisfied so long 
as the British maintained that position. 
They would be told that this was a small, 
weak nation opposed by a powerful 
neighbour, who would come along and invade 
us. Even. during the debate Deputy 
MacDermot could not refrain from rising 
that argument. 
He (Mr. de Valera) had always pointed 
out that the task of 2 Ae , freedom was 
a difficulb one. Therefore, if they did not 
declare a republic that day, or the day after, 
they were waiting for an opportunity when 
there was a fair prospect of being able to 
maintain it when it was declared. 
While he would like to see another 1919 
in the morning, he would not like to see 
it followed by another 1921. It was easy to 


have been able 


declare and take up a certain position, but 
it was not so easy to maintain it when it 
was declared. He hoped that the next time 
a certain position was taken up that there 
wotld not be a large section ranging away 
from it after they had urged its adoption. 
He did not blame people for doing that. 
He knew the dtfficulties. 


THE COMMONWEALTH 

“ We have pointed out,” he said, ‘* that, if 
we are in the British Commonwealth to-day, 
we are not of it. . We have done bat haa. 
in our power to make that clear. We regar 
the ‘Treaty as being forced upen us -and as 
having no moral binding force, We have 
told the British that.” 

The more they argued that question with 
others the more they would be satisfied in the 
end that the best inteiests of the country 
were served, or would be served, by secur- 
ing their complete: independence. 

“Í am completely satisfied,” said the 
President, “ that there never. will be funda. 
mental peace among our people ‘until that 
position ig reached. . The same political fac- 
tor that has disturbed us in the past, and 
which has put us in such unhappy relations 
with Britain will eontinue until complete in- 
dependence is reached.’”’ 

Continuing, he said: “I believe that the 
Commonwealth position and the Dominior 
position being inconsistent with the history 
ot our people will never satisfy completely the 
sentiments of our people. We are not fun- 
damentally a British colony. We have fought 
for our independence, and we shall not be 
satisfied until we get it. Hence, I am 
satisfied that until we have got our in- 
dependence, no matter what we may do with 
it afterwards, you are going to have a 
troubled political position here, Therefore, 
in order to get rid of that disturbing factor, 
no matter what may be the future, the 
moment we have an opportunity “of 
making good, and, seeing that 
1919 was not followed by another 1921. | 
think it would be right that we should declare 
a Republic. ay 

“1 think that if it were declared, and our 
people having got the feeling that they were 
free and that the long fight was won, they 
would be In a position to examine on its merits 
any proposition of relationship or association 
consonant with that position,’ 


WILL OF THE PEOPLE 


While he saw the Commonwealth advan- 
tages that could be derived, he would’ be pre- 
pared to face with this country complete 
separation rather than face inclusion, unless it 
was a, position that was arrived at after the 
lrish people had secured, or had acknow- 
led m pe complete right to be free.

‘MILK AND DAIRIES BILL . 

Un the second ‘stage of the Milk and 
Dairies Bill, 1934, Dr. WARD, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, said that milk de- 
rived from - healthy cows in a hygienic 
manner: was a most valuable food. Having 
regafd to the extent and importance of their 
dairying industry it. was a matter for snr- 
prise to find that, in spite of its excellence 
as a food, the consumption of milk in its 
liquid form here “was substantially below the 
consumption in other countries. 

Of all foods, milk was probably the one 
that was most easily contaminated, and was 
most suitable for the propagation of bacteria. 
[t was, unfortunately, true that in many 
parts of the country the importance of en- 
suring that only cows free from tuberculosis 
should be retained for the production of milk, 
and the importance of cleanliness, were not 
realised.

The production of clean milk did not 
involve ‘costly equipment, or did not neces- 
sarily entail consderable expense. It called 
for more care at the source of production 
and in distribution. 


CREAMERY PRICES 


Mr. WILSON welcomed the bill, which he 
thought was long overdue. Certain exemp- 
tions, however, were made under the ball 
with some of which he was in disagreement. 
Farmers supplying milk to creameries were 
exempt, but many of those creameries went 
into the raw milk trade, bought milk from 
the farmer at 24d. per gallon and sold it in 
competition with producers, who were bound 
to observe regulations to which the farmer 
producer was nut subject.

In the Aberdeen Hall of the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, last night, a recital of violin 
and song music, was given by Miss Bay 
Jellett and Miss Renee Flynn, both of whom 
are widely known and appreciated, The fact 
that this was Miss Flynn’s last appearance 
on the concert platform before leaving for 
London should have drawn a crowded 
audience of itself te wish her bon voyage and 
good luck in her new. venture at Covent 
Garden. 

Miss Jellett, in the selection of her pro- 
gramme showed a discerning taste—opening 
with the Begthoven Sonata for violin and 
piano (op. 30 No. 2 in C minor). The piano 
part was played by Mrs. Boxwell, and though 
the opening allegro con brio showed a little 
unsteadiness in the string part the violinist 
warmed to her work in the later movements, 
and was happy in the singing tone of the 
adagio and the playful scherzo. 

In the Chaconne (Vitali-Charlier), Miss 
Jellett was on very familiar ground. The 
broad grasp she showed of‘the music, the 
admirable shape of her phrasing, the well- 
preserved line, and the definite manner in 
which she made her points, were evident. Jn 
a final group she chose a number of shorter 
pieces, that. served well as show pieces, and 
brought out the technical range of the player. 
The two pieces—‘‘Catalana”’ and ‘‘Murciana,’’ 
by Joaquin Nin—for instance, showed Miss 
Jellett’s facility in double-stopping, pizzicato, 
and other branches of her art. Occasionally 
there was a little falseness of tone, but 
geierally her playing was excellent. 

Miss Renee Flynn was in excellent vcice, 
the great range of her voice and her fine 
powers of interpretation being brought out 
in her opening group, which included; ‘‘ Come 
Again,” by the English madrigalist John 
Dowland; Mozart’s ‘‘Alleluja,’’ and “ With 
Thee the Unsheltered Moor I tread,’’ from 
Handel’s ‘‘ Solomon.”’ The latter was sung 
with great sparkle. ‘The singer was seen in 
different moods in her second group, which 
included the impressive Strauss song 
“ Devotion,’’ and ‘ Wiegenlied,” by the 
same composer. The two Wolf songs, 
“ Elfenlied’’ and “I Have a Lover True,” 
were the best pieces in this group, notably 
the “ Elfenlied,’’ which was beautifully 
“opr ta by the voice against an exquisite 

ackground provided by Mrs. Boxwell at the 
piano. Hí it were needed, this accompaniment 
served to show what a gifted accompanist 
both the violinist and singer had in Mrs. 
Boxwell. Her playing was just everything 
that could be desired, and added not a little 
to the success of a first rate evening.
